GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 


Fellow-citizens of the Senate and Assembly. 


You have convened under the provisions of the constitution of the 
state of Wisconsin, to perform as representatives of the people, the impor- 
tant duties contemplated by that instrument. 

_ The first session ot the legislature of a free people, after assuming the 

political identity of a sovereign state, is an event of no ordinary character 

in its history, and will be fraught with consequences of the highest im- 
` portance to its future weifare and prosperity. 

Wisconsin possesses the natural elements, fostered by a judicious system 
of legislation, to become one of the most populous and prosperous states 
of the American Union. With a soil unequalled in fertility, and produc- 
tive of all the necessary comforts of life, rich in mineral weath, with 
commercial advantages unsurpassed by any inland state, possessing ex- 
tensive manufacturing facilities, with a salubrious climate and peopled 
with a population enterprising, industriaus and intelligent, the course of 
the state of Wisconsin must be onward, until she ranks among the first of 
the states of the great west. ۱ 

It is under the most favorable auspices that the state of Wisconsin has 
taken her position among the family of states. With a population nunr 
bering nearly one quarter of a million, and rapidly increasing, free from 
the incubus of a state debt, and rich in the return yielded as the reward of 
labor in all the branches of industrial pursuits, our state occupies an envi- 
ablé position abroad that is highly gratifying to the pride of our people. 

The agricultural, mining, lumbering, commercial and manufacturing 
advantages which Wisconsin presents to the enterprising immigrant, the 
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hberality and equality of her Jaws, has made her not only the heme of the 
aAmenican ei'izen, but she has become the favored asylum and retreat of the 
oppressed of other nations In whatever view our new state 1s regarded 
the prospect that is spread before us is bright end promising We possess 
every advantage necessary to render an enterprising and intelligent people 
happy, contented and wealthy 

Our people. impelled by the spirit of adventure and enterprise in our 
own country, or driven by the hand of oppressioa from foreign lands, have 
cast themselves upon the soil of Wisconsin as their adop'ed home, to se- 
eure that social and political equality so necessary to true happiness and 
prosperity Possessing common interests and having common objects to 
accomplish, may the onward course of our people to the goal of their 
aspirations be unobstructed, and nothing occur to interrupt their united 
and harmonious action. 

It ıs for the representatives of the people by judicious legislation, to 
promote their interests, to secure more firmly their mghts, and to harmon- 
ize the intercourse between them. The burdens of a state government will 
bear heavily upon them at first. But to render those burdens as light as 
possible at all times, with a due regard to the public service, a rigid econ- 
omy in the adminisiration of the government should be observed, and a 
strict accountability of all disbursing ofücers should be exacted and enforced. 
This course will ronfine the taxes to be levied within the narrowest limits 
possible, and be conducive to their well-being and satisfaction. 

_In discharging the duty imposed by the constitution upon the executive, 
I shall briefy submit to your consideration for legislative action at this 
session, such important measures only, as the true interest. of the state 
seems to require, and its organization under the constitution imperiously 
demands. 

The first duty that you will be called upon to perform, in your repre. 
sentative charactei. will be to elect two, senators, to represent the. state in 
the senate of the United States. Your early discharge of this duty is re- 
spectfully urged, that Wisconsin may be fully represented in the federal 
congress, and her voice heaid 1n its deliberations. 

The fundamental law of the state vests the control of its siding and 
the stationery required for its use, with the legislature, and directs it to 
let the same by contiact to the lowest bidder. ۱ 
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1۴ will be your duty to carry out this section of that law in detail, and in 
a pecuniary point of view, prudence would dictate your speedy action. 

The term of service of the present members of congress of this state 
will expire on the fourth of March next. The passage of a law. at this 

session, providing for the election of these officers, and*for such county 
officers as the constitution requires to be elected, at the general election in 
Nevember next. is recommended for yom action 

The constitution has recognized the democratic principle that the people 

are the source of all power, and 1t has declared that they should, by their 
future suffrages, elect the judicial officers of the state, in furtherance of 
this principle, it has made it the duty of the legislature, at this session, to 
provide for the election and classifigation of the judges of the circuit court. 
I would therefore recommend the immediate passage of a law to carry out 
this provision of the constitution 

The present is justly characterized as the age of progressive improve- 
ment, and no subject is occupying the serious attention of practical legis. 
lators more earnestly than that of legal and municipal reform in the law 
and in the practice and procéedings of courts of record. The necessity 
and propriety of simplifying and reducing to a uniform system, the prac, 
tice of such courts in this state, must be obvious to every intelligent mind. 
The verbose and technical forms of pleading, and the nice distinctions 
drawn between remedies for injuries, and actiozis of a similar nature, have 
created great uncertainty in the remedial law, and frequently cause mani- 
fest 1njustice to suitors 

A concise and succinct staternent of the facts constituting the cause of 
action or grounds of defence, in clear and unambiguous language, divested 
of the technicalities and subtleties which constitute the principal evils of 
the' present system of practice, is sufficient for all practical purposes, and is 
sustained by sound reason. 

I would urge upon the legislature the early passage of à law, at this 
session; to carry into effect the 22d section of the 7th article of the consti- 
tetion, which provides for the appointment of three commissioners, “to 
inquire into, revíse and simplify the rules of practice, pleadings, forms and 
proceedings, and arrange a syslem adapted to the courts of record of this 
state. ub 

In connection with this subject, I would call your attention to the pro- 
priety and neééssity of a revision of the statute laws of the state, by the ~- 
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Md appointment of commissioners for that purpose, or to impose this duty 
gy : upon the commissioners to be provided for under the constitutional pro- 


vision. The necessity of such a revision, to adapt the statute to the con- 
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& The manner in which the fees and charges of the judges of probate have 
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been heretofore taxed, has been the cause of much complaint in many por- 
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tions of the state. That the proper corrective may be applied in case 
abuses exist, the subject is brought to tho notice of the legislature. 

The principles of our government being republican, all power emana- 
ting from the people, and they being the governors, as well as the govern- 
ed, 1t becomes the duty, and should be the primary object of those entrusted 
with the legislation of the state, to originate, and carry out to practical 
results, such measures as will tend to elevate the people in the scale of 
moral excellence and intellectual improvement. Equality is the basis of 
our free institutions, and the true policy is, so far as possible, by proper 
and judicious legislation, to produce that equality, as well social and intel- 
Jectual, as political. The people should be educated to kno r their rights, 
and when known, they will be always ready and the first to sustain them 
No one measure of governmental policy, can contribute more to the sta-

bihty of our institutions and the permanent welfare of the whole commu- 
i nity, than a well-regulated system of public instruction, of common schools, 
open and free to all, Every state should provide that every child shall 
have the means of being well educated, and prepared to become a useful 
member oí the body politic, and take care that none are reared 1n igno- 
rance. 

The munificent provisions contained in the constitution for the support 
of schools, manifests the deep interest our people feel in the subject. Asa 
measure of great public benefit, I would recommend to your favorable 
consideration, a revision of the school laws now in force, aud the re-enact- 
mentofa new and efficient systemofpublicinstruction, to be uniform through- 
out the state, adapted to the wants ofthe community, and based upon constitu- 
tional provisions. Also, that an annual tax be levied for the support of 
common schools, to be continued until a permanent school fund shall be 
provided by thestate. 1 would also suggest the propriety of the passage 
of a law at your present session, providing for the election of a state su- 
Perintendent of schools, as provided in the first section of article 10 of the 
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constitution Such an officer will have a general supervision over public 
instruction, and it will be his peculiar province, to make such suggestions 
and collect such statistical information as experience will render necessa- 
ry to make perfect a system of schools, and correct existing defects. Some 
legislative enactments should be made at this session to collect and inves- 
the funds appropriated by the constitution to create a school fund. Many 
of the school lands are valuable only for the timber upon them. It be- 
comes therefore highly important that such lands should be protected from 
the depredations of trespassers. In the mining districts some of the school 
sections are known to contain valuable lead mines which yield little or no 
revenue. The propriety therefore is suggested of passing a law investing 
the proper ofücers with the authority, and making it their duty to prevent 
trespasses from being committed on these lands, and when commutted to 
prosecute for the same, and also to lease for a short time such school lands 
as contain lead ore. 

I shall leave to the wisdom of the legislature the question of the expedi- 
ency of making any provisions at its present session, preparatory to a sale. 
of the school and university lands. 

Sound economy and prudence would dictate that some steps should be 
taken at an early day, by the legislature, with the view of having located 
and set apart by the proper department of the general government the, 
500,000 acres ot land donated to the state by congress. S 

Under the existing laws of the state, two different systems of county 
government are 1n full operation, which has produced much difficulty in 
legislating for them, and will continue to create confusion and require a 
multiplicity of enaetments whenever legislation may affect the government 
of counties, 

All general laws should be uniform, and that umformity should not be 
departed from except 1n extraordinary cases. 

In view of the evils arising from the present ‘systems of county and 
town government. the constitution has wisely enjoined the legislature to 
establish but one system of such government, and to make the same uni- 
form throughout the state. I therefore recommend that this provision of 

the constitution be carried out in detail at your present session, as a meas- 
ure. of great public utility. 

‘Criminals sentenced to punishment in the state prison for violations of 
the criminal laws, are now confined in the county Jails during the period-of 
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their punishment, at a great expense to the state, and without any corres- 
ponding benefit either to the criminals or the people. The object of pun- 
ishment is the prevention of crime. It has a two-fold influence: one is, the 
reformation of the offender, and to render him a. useful member of society, 
the other, to deter others from a violation of the laws. The life of the 
criminal is now spent in a demoializing inactivity, in the county ‘ail, 
without any opportunity of receiving that invigorating exercise in the open 
alr, so necessary to health. Humanity towards the unfortunate offender 
pleads, and sound public economy demands, that a state prison should be 
provided by the state, in which the sentences under the criminal law may 
be executed, and the health and morals of offenders cared for under a judi- 
cious system of prison discipline. 

The propriety, therefore, of providing the ways and means of at least 
commencing the erection of a suitable penitentiary for the state, is respect- 
fully urged upon your considerauon. 

Your attention 1s also invited to the consideration of capital punish- 
ment. The penalty imposed for the violation of the laws should be grad- 
uated according to the magnitude of the offence, and the degree of moral 
guilt raanifested in the commission of the act. Upon this principle the 
punishment of all ciiminals is based and carried out under existing laws 
of the state, except for the crime of murder. The present laws make no 
distinction in the penalty inflicted on the assassin, who, for the purposes of 
gain, or black revenge, in midnight darkness, steals upon the slumbers of 
his victim, and takes his lıfe, or secretly administers the deadly poison to 
effect his end, and one who, in a sudden passion and heat of blood, takes 
life. The offender in both cases woula be guilty of murder, and their pun. 
ishment capital. There is a wide difference in the degrees of moral guilt, 
in the two cases, and reason would dictate that there should be a corres- 
ponding difference in the punishment. Let the first be capital, and the sec- 
ond, imprisonment in the state prison for life, or some fixed time, to be reg- 
ulated by the circumstances of each case. The passage of a law so modi- 
fying the punishment of the crime of murder, I recommend as a humanë 
measure, f 

I respectfully suggest a revision of the militia laws of the state, and that 
they be placed upon such a basıs as can be enforced by the state govern- 
ment, and sustained by public sentiment. The utility of militia miusters 
has become a question of doubt, and experience shows that'it is not con- 
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mensuiate with the burdens imposed upon those liable to do this duty 
Hitherto, under the territorial government, the efforts to organize the mi- 
litia have proved unsuccessful, so far as I have been informed, and it is be- 
leved that any attempt by the state government, to enforce the mustering 
of the militia and company diills. will prove equally abortive. Public 
opinion will not sustain it and the reason is obvious. In a military point 
of view, the martial exercise of the militia 1s of no substantial benefit, when 
brought into actual service 
The patriotism of the peaple 1s equal to any emergency. The substitu- 
tion of enrollment for mustering and training, and the payment of a small 
sum as commutation money by those subject to perform military duty 
would accomplish all the real and useial advantages of the system, and be 
less burdensome to the people Isubmit the sub eet, however, to the wis- 
dom of the legislature 

I would invite your attention to the subject of the “canal lands.” as one 

worthy of important consideration. The reports of the register and recer- 
ver of these lands, with such other information and suggestions relating to 
this subject, as the publie welfare may require, will be communicated to 
the legislature for its consideration, st 2n early period of the session 

The state treasurer and auditor (now the secretary of state) are by law 
required to make their reports in relation to the condition of the fiscal 
affairs of the state, to the legislatare and not to the executive department. 
Tam unable, therefore, to inform you of the available means in the treasu- 
ury, oi of the accounts of the state. in the auditors ofice I doubt not 
that those officers will, at an early day. submit ‘heir reports for your 1n- 
formation, upon which you will take such action as the public interests 
require. 

The outstanding liabilities of the state, if any, created under the territo- 
rial government, should be ascertained. and provision made for their pay- 
ment. Reference is made to this subject that justice may be done to the 
publie creditois. 

The finances of the state will merit your careful and deliberate investi- 
gation. ‘The ways and means over and above the avalablé resources now 
in the treasury, should be provided to meet the current expenses of the 
state, for the fiscal year ending or: the first Monday of January next. 
^ The public faith must bê sustained anf all the liabilities of the state prompt 
ly met, The true interests of the state and people and an economical admin- 
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istration of its fiscal affairs imperiously call forit The basis upon which 
the credit of the state ıs established in the inception of د٥٥‎ political exist- 
ence, will mark its future character for years I trust you will at the 
present session make such legislative enactments as will place the finances 
of the state upon a sure and solid foóting, that will ensure a prompt com- 
pliance with all its pecuniary obligations. We have before us the example 
of our sister states in striking contrast between the advantages of a sound 
public credit, and the consequences resulting from an accumulated state 
debt and violation of public faith, highly detrimental to the best interests 
of the people and alike injurious to individual enterprise. Let us profit by 
their example and at all times be prepared to say to the state creditors, we 
are ready to fulfil our engagements. A failure or wanton neglect to meet 
just liabilities is practical repudiation. Never let it be said that Wisconsin 
soil generates or nourishes such a principle. i 
The immediate available sources ofrevenue1nastate just entering upon its 
political existence, must necessarily belimited, and aresort must be had to its 
natural wealth by direct taxation for the purpose of revenue. Our consti- 
tution has disposed of all other sources of revenue for the laudable object 
ot creating a munificent school fund A direct tax upon property, real and 
personal, is therefore fhe only reliable quarter from which the means can 
be realized to defray the current expenses of thestate. I would therefore 
respectfully recommend the levying of a direct tax sufficient to cover any 
deficiency of the treasury ın meeting the expenses of the state for the pres- 
ent fiscal year. The state tax authorized to be levied under the present 
laws ıs hmited in amount and laid at different periods of time In those 
counties under the commissioner system of government, the taxes are levied 
in July, and in those counties under the township system in September. 
In the event that the amount of state taxes now authorized by law to be 
levied should be insufficient to supply the wants of the treasury, and an 
additional tax levied for the purpose referred to, it would require the imme- 
diate action of the legislature in directing the tax to be levied, or in post- 
poning to a later day the time of levying taxes . those counties under the 
commissioner system of government, so as to avoid a multiplicity of tax 
warrants in the same county in amy one year, and confusion in their eol- 
lection. i 
While upon the subject of revenue, I would call the attention of the 
legislature. to the different kinds of property subject to taxation. In some

«ounties real estaie without improvements merchandize and stock in in- 
corporated companies only, are liable to taxation, and in others both per- 
sonal and real estate with improvements are taxed. This system 1s evi- 
dently founded on a wrong basis, and does not bear equally upon all branch- 
es of industry. The true principle of taxation in republican governments, 
having a due 1egard to the 1.ghis of the whole people, extending equal 
protection to all. and exclusive favors to nome, is that all property, real 
and personal, should be taxed in the same ratio according to its value. 
Property ieceiving its protection from the state, and being the only source 
out of which the means of supporting its government can be derived, should 
yield that support as an equivalent tor the protection afforded to ıt by 
the government. This principle carried out will bear equally upon all, 
and be oppressive to none. I would recommend such a modification of 
the present Jaws relating to the descriptions of propeity subject to taxa- 
tion as will correspond with the views expressed. The constitution recog- 
mzes this principle, and the true interests of the state require ıt. z 

The constitution, in the bill of rights, declares that * the privilege of the 
debtor to enjoy the necessary comforts of life shall be recognized by whole- 
some laws, exempting a reasonable amount of praperty from seizure or 
sale, for the payment of any debt or liability hereafter contracted" That 
tne principle of exemption is correct. humane and just towards the unfor- 
tunate debtor, is universally admitted The principle being conceded, it 
therefore becomes a question of experliency only, as to the amount and spe- 
cies af property to be exempted. On this question, publie opinion is di- 
vided. ۱ 

On the one hand it is contended that personal property only, should be 
beexempted, and on the other, that the debtor should have a reasonable 
amount of real estate as a " homestead“ exempt trom forced sale. 

If the debtor is not to be stripped ot all the comforts of life, and himself 
and family left destitute, there can he tto good 1eason, resting upon princi, 
ciple or public policy, urged to sustain any distinction in the kinds of pro- 
perty to be exemptell The same principle that would exempt personal 
property would apply with equal force to the exemption of 1eal estate. 

This subject I have given much 1ellection, and am fully convinced that 
the exemption from forced sale, of a reasonable amount of real estate asa 
“homestead ' for the debtor, though in my opinion unwise and impohitie 
as a constitutional law, would be asa statutory provision, a measure of per- 
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manent public benefit, create sound individual credit, suppress fraud, pre: 
vent want, and raise the mora! character of our people. 

_I therefore respectfully call your attention to this subject as worthy of 
consideration, and urge that provision be made by law to carty out the home- 
stead exemption prmciple. In framing such a law, care should be taken 
to guard it well against fraud, and limit the amount of property exempted, 
within reasonable bounds, and confine 1ts provisions to debts hereafter con, 
tracted and to persons with families that the law makes it their duty to 
provide for and support. * 

The improvement of the internal communication of our state will at ao 
distant day occupy a considerable share of public attention. No portion 
of our country presen’s greater facilities fora judicious system of interhal 
improvements, or holds out greater inducements for a profitable investment 
of capital in them than fhis state, I do not deem it advisable at this time 
to do more than to refer your attention to the importance of the subject 
generally, except in one particular. The improvement of the Fox aud 
Wisconsin rivers will be entitled to your consideration. To aid this great 
work, and perfect this important natural link of communication between 
the Mississippi river and the lakes, congress has made a liberal grant of 
Tand. The agricultural. lumbering and commercial importance of that por- 
tion of the state to be effected by this improvement would-seem to require 
fhat some steps should be taken to carry out the grant. - Yourattention is 
therefore directed to the subject. 

Good harbors upon the westerr shores of Lake. Michigan, and the im- 
provement of the rap ds of the Mississippi river, are subjects of such known 
and acknowledged commercial impoytance, not only fo this state, but to 
the whole Union, that 1t will only be necessary to refer you to them at this 
time to induce such steps to be taken as will be calculated to further their’ 
&ecbmplishment. The views of the legislature on those subjects, embodied 
in'a memorial to congress, with proper instructions to our senators and re- 
presentatives in that body, would not fail to have its due weight. 

"The universal prosperity which pervades our whole country, and tlie ami- 
cable relations which exist between our nattonal government and foreign 
nations, (with one exception, } is a source of high gratification and great 
national pride to every American citizen. Ee 

° Drawn into an unfortunate but on our part justifiable contest with a 
neighbéring republic, the government has proseeuted it to the most brilliant 
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results for the national honor and credit, with that energetic and vigorous 
perseverance, which on all occasions, characterizes the American psople. 
The gratitude of the whole country is due to the administration and the 
army of the Union, for the prompt manner in which the nation s rights and 
and honor have been vilidicated, in the war with Mexico, and the co-opera- 
t.on of the who e country should be united with the government to effect 
a speedy aud honorable peace. 

This contest has proved the strength and power of republican institutions: 
That the people are capable of seli government is reduced to an axiom in 
our happy land. The principle of a full reliance apon the people as a basis 
of government is bégínning to show itself in practical results upon the 
eastern continent. Europe is 1n a state of social and political revolution. 


The masses 5f the people are demanding the natural rights of their he- 


reditary oppressors. " 


France has already threwn off the yoke of her cit;zen despot, and based 
her government upon prifciples of liberty and equality. Her people are 
enutléd to our warmest sympathses for their efforts in favor of the rights of 
man, and their success will meet with an ardent response in every Ameri- 
can bosom. ` Fhe rising spirit of freedom is not tonfinéd to Frante, But is 
manifesting itself throughout Europe, and I trust that rt will éontinue to 
rive until all mankind are not only declared to be, but are free and equal. 

I have thus brought to your notice such subjects for your legislative ac- 
tion as the public interest demanded , expecting, however, that some of the 

subjects referred to will be conf ded to the commissioners that may be ap- 
pointed to revise and codify the statute laws of the state. ۳ 

Thé local and particular legislation required by the wants of the peoplé 
is known to you, and will claim that attention at your liánds which their 
merits demand. You are fresh irom the people, and are presumed to know 
all of their wants, and knowing them, will see that they arë provided for. 

I submit the propriety of making this session as short as a due regard 
to the public interest and proper organization of the state government un- 
der thé constitution will admit of. 

I trust that nothing will occur to interrupt the harmony of your legis- 
lative action and social intercourse; and ih conclusion, permiit me to as- 
‘sure the representatives of the people, that the hearty co-opetation of the 
executive will be at all times extended to further and promote the publie

THE CONTESTED SEAT FOR ST. CROIX AND 
LA POINTE COUNTIES. | ۱ 


The special committee appointed to investigate the claims of the con- 
testants for the seat of member of this body from the counties of St. Croix 
and La Pointe, have examined the matter submitted to them, and ask leave 
to submit the following 


- ۱ REPORT:: 


By a law of the territory of Wisconsin, approved February 19th, 1845, 
the -elegtion returns of the counties of St. Croix and La Pointe were or- 
dered to made to the clerk of the board.of commissioners 6 ۵ 
county.. (See session ‘Tawa of 1845, page 88) By anotherlaw, of the 
territorial legisla:nre, approxed February 2d, 1546, the election retusns: of 
the county oi St. Croix were ordered to be made to the clerk of the board 
of commissioners , of the county Crawfoid. (ee session laws of.1846,, 
pages 79 and 80) J And by a provision of the constitution of the state of 
Wisconsin, abor in convention February Ist; 1848, the election returns 

of the third senate district. comprising the counties of Cra» ford, Chippewa, 
St. Croix, and La Pointe, are ordered to be made to the proper officer in 
the-connty of Crawford. (See article XIV, section 11 of constitution. -By 
the same article in the constitution, section 2, it is provided that * alt laws 
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now ih forée in the tértitory of Wisconsin, which are nót répugratit to’ 
this "éónstitütion, shall remain in force until they expire by their own‘lim- 
pic ór be'altered or repealed by the legislature "nd in section 11 of 
tke same article of the constitution, if is provided that ‘the several elec- 
fions provided for in this article shall he conducte1 according to the exist- 
ing laws of this territory’ —the election of members of the assembly is 
provided for in said article. 

Your committee are clearly of opinion that the certificate of election 
from the assembly district composed of the counties of St. Croix, and La 
Pointe, should, under existing laws, issue from the clerk of the board of 
edmmissioners of Crawford county. Such a certificate has been issued and 
iè herewith presented, by which ít appears that Joseph Bowron was duly 
élécted a member of your honorable body from * the county of La Pointe 
and that portion ot St Croix county within thestate of Wisconsin.”

St..Croix 
and La Pointe, with,the preferred and the real boundary state lines marked 
upon it, and the election precincts, where votes were cast, Jaid down; whieh 
map they ask leave to present as a part of this report. 

By relerence to this map it will be seen that the St. Paul and Still Water 
precincts in St. Croix county, lie on the west-side and without the«boun, 
dary line of this state, and that the Falls of St Croix precinct, in St, Croix 
county, lies on bothsides of the state line: that Willow River precinct, Wood 
Lake precinct, and Osceola precinct lie on the east side and within the 
boundary line of the state. ۲ ۱ 

Your committee would further report that a certificate of the clerk of 
the board of commissioners of St. Croix county, under the seal of said 
county, shows the vote cast at said electicn by precincts, from which cer- 
tificate it appears that Willow River precinct gave Joseph Bowron 32 
votes and none for William R. Marshall ; that the Falls of St. Croix pre- 
cinct gave Joseph Bowron 42 votes, and 31 for William R Marshall; that 
Wood Lake precinct gave Joseph Bowron § votes, and 4 for Wm.R. Marehll’;

REPORT OF TBE MINORITY OF THE COMMITTEE 
^" ON THE CONTESTED SEAT FOR ST. CROIX 
AND LA POINTE COUNTIES. 


The minority oi the committee appointed to investigate the claims of 


the contestants to the seat of the member from the district of St Croix 
and La Pointe, beg leave to submit a minority repori, as follows: 


The last constitutional convention made a district composed of the” 


counties of St, Croix and La Pointe, and in that district an election way 
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held, pursuant to the constitution, The act “ın rélation to the formation 
of a state government,” provides (sec. 4.) “that the counties of St. Croix 
and La Pointe shall constitute one district, and that the‘ returns of the 
election shall be transmitted to the county of St. Croix.” This law apr 
plies expressly only to the election of delegates, and is quoted merely as a 
precedent. The constitution provides “that the returns of the election 
for senators and members of assembly shall be transmitted to the clerk of 
the board of supervisors. or county commissioners, as the case,may be; and 
the votes shall be canvassed and certificates of election issued as is how 
provided by law.” 

The constitution evidently contemplated that the returns from the sev- 
eral assembly districts should be made to the clerk of the board of super- 
visors, or county commissioners, within the district; and in this, as in all 
other districts, the returns have been so made. St. Croix county, together 
with the county of Crawford and-seme-other of the north-western counties 
df Wisconsin, formerly constituted an election district, and the returns 
were required to be made to the county of Crawford. Since then, howev- 
er, thé counties of St Croix and La Pointe have been set off from Craw- 
ford. and erected into a separate election district, unconnected entirely 
with the county of Crawford, so far as regards the assembly district, but 
lying in the same senate district, and your committee conceive there is no 
more propriety in sencing the election returns fron the St, Croix as.embly 
distzict to Prairie do Chien, than there would be in«cending the assembly 
returns from the several assembly districts in the first senate district fo the 
county of Brown, Neither can your committee find any law of the terri- 
tory of Wisconsin requiring clection returns to be made out of the elec- 
tion district. — f 

In pursuance with the requirements of the constitution, the judges of 
the election in the several pecincts in the counties of St. Croix and La 
Pointe made their returns to the clerk of the board of commissioners of 
the county of St. Croix. and the clerk of said board issued a certihcate of 
election to W R. Marshall, based upon the returns in his office, The 
committee have before them an abstract of ihe votes polled in said.coun 
ties, under the proper hand and seal of said clerk, by which abstract it ap 

_ pears that William R. Marshall had 93 votes, Joseph Bowron had 66 votes 
Joseph R. Bowron bad ۱ vote, and Joseph Wood 56_yotes. By. an ynoffi- 
cjal statement of said clerk, 3t appears that the precincts of Willow, River. 
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Osceola and Wood Lake are on the east side of the S1 Croix river, as also 
the county of La Pointe. In the precincts in St. Croix county lying east 
of the St. Croix river, and in the county of La Pointe, Joseph Bowron had 
44 votes, “ilham R. Marshall 20, and Joseph Wood $6 votes, Joseph 
Wood received eight votes more than Mi- Dowion, and thirty-six votes

The committee also find by examination of said abshiact, that 
Joseph Bowron was a candidate in the third senate distiict for the office of 
state senator, and received 51 votes 

The committee also ascertain from the same source that the full vote 
of St. Croix county was returned and canvassed for state senator, as well 
as for the assembly. ۱ 

The minority of the committee, under the resolution of the assembly 
have deemed ıt their duty to report the foregoing facts as the result of their 
investigalion, without giving an opinion as to the right of either of the 
contestants to a sent 1n this assembly, and beg leave to report the follow- 
ing resolution: 

Resolved, That William R. Marshall and Joseph Bowron he allowed to 
appear before th s assembly, in person or by counsel, in support of their 
respective claims to a seat in the assembly.

OPINION OF THE ATTORNEY GENERAL, ON THE 
CONTESTED SEAT QUESTION, OF THE SEAT OV 
THE MEMBER FROM THE ASSEMBLY 7 
COMPRISING THE COUNTIES OF ST. CROIX AND LA 
POINTE.

To the legislative assembly of the state of Wisconsin: 


In compliance with the resolution of your Honorable Body, I beg leave 
to submit the following opinion upon the points therein proposed: 

The decision of the question as to who were legal voters at the first elec- 
tion, depends entirely upon the terms of the constitution itself, as applied 
to the situation of parties atthe time tney offered their votes. Nó tvent 
happening subsequently to the election, can affect the legality of a vote giv- 
en by a person who was a lawful voter, at the time he voted. This princi- 
ple. as applied to the question now under consideration, will be rendered 
more simple by on instance more familiar to all; a person, or a number 
of persons, are residents of the state upon the day of election; they vote, 
and the next day remove from the state, and consequently forfeit their right 
of voting; the resultof the election at which they voted can not be affected 
by their subsequent removal, but will remain the same ‘The reason is, 
because the legality of the vote is to be determined by the situation of the 
party at the time it is offered. Consequently, the act of congress admit- 
ting Wisconsin into the Union, which was. passed subsequently to the elec- 
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tion, ean in no way affect or vary the result of that election; and is here 
to be entirely disregarded. The constitution is the sole arbiter as to the 
qualification of voters, nor 1s 1t important, ın the deéeisrod^of the matter in 
dispute, to consider whether the framers of our constitution had the right 
to extend the state jurisdiction beyond the line marked out by the act of 
congress. Ihe constitution of the state is supreme in all cases, where it 
does not come in collision with the constitution of the United States; and 
it is fully competent tor the people of a state, (1f they choose,) to make 
non-residents even, voters for officers of such state. But no such right would 
ever be conceded to non-residents by construction merely ; it must be given 
by plain. distinct and unambiguous language, before judges or legislators 
would ever allow it to be exercised. We must then refer to the constitu- 

tution, and from that decide whether persons living between the boundary 

as prescribed by congress, aud that proposed as the preference of the people 

of this state, were entitled to vote at the last election, 
ticle 14 of the-constitution, we find the following. 


“The counties of St. Croix and La Pointe shall constitute an assembly: 
district." 


In section 12 of ar- 


The ambiguity in the expression is this: the terms may apply to the 
counties as they existed at the time the constitution was framed, or they 
may apply to the counties as they would beif the boundary line proposed 
by congress shoud be adopted; or to the counties as they would be if the 
line proposed by the convention should be adopted. Ff either of the coun- 
ties lay wholly beyond the boundary described in the act of congress, then 
the question would be settled, but such is not the case. It ود‎ conceded by all 
that the first application alluded to is not the proper one, because here are 
not the plain, distinct and unambiguous termsnecessary to convey the right 
of votíng to non-residents of our state. In determining between the two 
other constructions which may be given, we must refer to other parts of 
the constitution for assistance. . : 

Article 3 of the constitution makes an actual-residence in the state nec- 
essary to the right ۶ voting; ahd section 11 of article 14 requires one to 
vote in the town or ward in which he may reside. These provi.ions show 
that the whole question under consideration must turn upon this: whether 
the boundary proposed by the act of congress, or the boundary proposed by 
the convention, was the true boundary of the state atthe time of the elec- ۰ 
tion. Which of these was the boundary must be shown by the terms of

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Here, we find, that congress makes a proposal, and the convention un- 
conditionally acceptsit. this constitutes a binding compact-between the peo- 
ple of Wisconsin and cóngress. It is true that the convention at thesame 
time make another proposal, and say that if the proposal is accepted, then 
the line therein contained shall be the line, but that proposal was not to be 
of effect until congress should acceptit: the word ‘then’ therein used, re- 
fers to the time of our acceptance by congress, but before such acceprance, 
the boundary acceded to by the convention was to he the boundary. 

- The language of the instrument simply stated, 1s this; we accept the pro- 
d position made by you, anu that is a compact and bargain between us, butat 
the same time we make another proposition for your consideration, and if 
you aecept it, then and from that time the bargain which we now make 
shall be considered as rescinded, and the one contained in my proposition 
shall take effect, Under this construction the boundary proposed by the act 
of congress, and accepted by the convention, was the true boundary at tlie 
time of the election 1n May, and consequently; those living. between that 
boundary and the one proposed by the convention, were not then residents 
of. the state. lam; then, of the opinion that persons living, at the time of 
the state election in May last, between the boundary line accepted and adop- 
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ted by the constution; and the one therein proposed for the consideration of 


congress, were not at that time legal voters, and that their votes should be 
rejected 


The next question proposed by the resolution of your honorable body, is’ 
as to the proper officer to make returns 1n the district alluded to. As La 
Pointe county has been established since the county of St Croix, it would, 
by the provisions of the revised statutes of Wisconsin, (page 415) become 
the duty ‘of the clerk of La Pointe to make his returns to the clerk of the 
county of St Croix, but by a statute passed in the year 1845, 1t ıs made the 
duty of the clerks of the two counties mentioned, to make their returns to 
the clerk of the board of Crawford county, and he was to canvass them, 
and give the certificate of election. And it is provided in the law, that 
returns shall be made to him from St. Croix county within 30 days after 
the election, and from La Pointe county within 45 days after the election. 
As the provisions of this law are not contrary to the constitution the law 
ود‎ still in force, and the clerk of the board ın Crawford county was the pro- 
per person to give the certificate of election. '

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON NEW YORK 
PRACTICE AND PLEADINGS.

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‘The committee appointed to examine the simplified rules of practice, 
pleadings, forms and proceedings recently adopted in the state of New 
York, and to report whether in their opinion the same could be so altered 
at the present session ofthe legislature as to be adapted to the courts of 
records of this state, have examined the matter referred to them and re- 
spectfully make the following 


REPORT: 


The constitation of the state of New York, required of the legislature at 
its first session after the adoption of the constitution, to “provide for the 
appointment of three commissioners whose duty it should be to revise, re- 
form, simplify and abridge the rules and practice, pleadings, forms and 
proceedings of the courts of records of that state, and to report them to 
the legislature, subject to their adopfion and modification, and adoption 
from time to time.” 

In the law which the legislature passed to carry out this provision of the 
constitution, it was required that the commissioners “ provide foi the abo- 
lition of all the present forms of action and pieadings, in causes at com- 
mon law; for a uniform course of proceeding in all cases whether legal or 
equitable cognizance, and for the abandonment of all-Latin and other for- 
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eign languages, so far as the same shall by them be deemed piacticable, 
and of any form or proceeding not necessary to ascertain or preserve the 
rights of parties.” : 
Arphaxed Loomis, David Graham and Nicholas Hill, jr. esq's , were the 
commissioners appointed to cariy out the foregoing ob ects, and entered at 
once upon their labors, but Mr. Hill not agreeing with the otber commis- 
sioners in their views of reform, resigned his commission, and his place 
was supplied by the oppointment of David Dudley Field, esq, who fully 
coincided with his associates in the belief that great and radical reforms in 
the practice were necessary for the speedy attainment of justice. 

The general courts of New York, aie 

1st, The court for the trial of umpeachments. 

9d, The court of appeals. 
*3d. The supreme court. 

4th. The circuit courts. 

5th. The courts of oyer and terminer. s 

6th. The county courts. 

7th. The courts of general sessions of the peace. 

8th. The courts of special sessions. 

Sth. The surrogate’s courts. — 

10th. The courts of justices of the peace. 


In addition to those there are local courts in the several cities and the 
police courts. 

The nature, object and the jurisdiction of these courts may be inferred 
irom their respective titles, and the practice, or “ Code of Procedure,” as 
the commissioners have termed it, which they have m part reported ap- 
plies to these courts. 

Alluding to the provisions ofthe constitution and of the law providing 
for their appointment. the commissioners hold the following language, in 
their report, submitting part of their labor to the legislature- 

& The present report 1s designed to accomplish this reform, so far as the 
subject embraced in it are concerned, and so far also as a careful examina- 
tion of the imp ortant subject committed to their hands and a due regard to 
the responsibility urder which they act, have as yet, enabled them to sub- 
mit 1n detail any portion of their labors to the action of the legislature. 
“To say that the reforms thus enjoined upon them were such as their 
own judgment approved is but to repeat what is already known to the Je- 
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gislature. In accordance with their own convictions, and the spirit of the 
law they have prepared the portion ofthe system which is now submitted—~ 
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! 3 though compressed within a narrow compass, it reaches far, and sweeps 

2 away the needless distinctions, the scholastic_subtleties, and the dead forms 

; LE which have disfigured and encumbered our jurisprudence. If the perform” 

' 7 once be equal to the intention, they will have relieved justice from many 

5 yp of her shackles, and opened the way for a thorough reform of remedial law 
۱ 7 in a]l its departments." 


That portion of the reform act which they have reported relates only to 
the pleadings and proceedings in civil actions, carrying also into the organ- 
ization of the courts, such changes as were deemed necessary to bring the 
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۱ courts in unison with the reform 1n practice 

ee The code of procedure abolishes the distinction between suits at law and 
OR 


suits in equity, and between the old forms at action atlaw, and introduces 
a new system wherein the grounds of action and defence, require simply 
a concise statement in unambiguous language, to which the rules of law 
divested of technicalities and subtleties are applied. with facility. 

All the old forms of action, whether in law or equity, are entirely swept 
away and abolished, and only one form recommended, for the protection of 
all private rights, and the redress of all private wrongs, and this is denom- 
inated a “civil action." The division of actions into real, personal and 
mixed—-of action ex-contreatu and ex-delicto, and their sub-divisions of ac- 
count, assumpsits, covenant, debt, annuity and scire facias and of trespass, 
case and replevin are annihilated as it were at the single stroke of a pen, 
bringing at once into full view the merits of the case by breaking down an 
almost impenetrable labyrinth of common law absurdities that have hith- 
erto placed the real merits of the case beyond the reach of: justice. The 
-noble fields of justice, have been disencumbered of their foul weeds, and 
will hereafter yield their fruits commensurate with the wants of man— 
The law is made to mean what it expresses, and parties are make to ex- 
press what they mean, and real parties must appear in the action. Only 

: one kind of pracess is used for the commencement of actions—every action 
is brought into court 1n the form of a “complaint,” and every kind of de- 
fence is given under an “ answer,” except that the defendant may demur to 
the complaint ‘where it shall appear upon its face. 

- lat. That the court has: no 008 of the 0 of the defendant-or 
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2d. That the plaintiff has not the legal capacity to sne. or 

3d. That there is another action pending between the same parties for 
the same cause, or 

4th That there is a defect of parties plaintiff or defendant, or 

Sth That several causes of action have been improperly united, or 

6th That the complaint does not state facts sufficient to constitute an 
&ction. 

The “answer” 1s a simple denial of the complaint, or a concise state- 
ment of the defence, and if it contain new matter the plaintiff may reply 
end then the issue is formed. 

The rejoinder and sur-re,oinder, rebutter and sur-rebutter known to the 
common law, are to be known no longer 

The writ of injunction is superseded by a judges order. 

Uniformity in trials is established, and only one mode of taking testimony 
recoguized, 


The object, of a bill of discovery 1s now attained by examination of the 


party and the tral. 

Feigned issues are abolished and the question of fact to be tried ıs incor- 
porated in an order in simple language, without any cireumlocutien. 

The incapacity of witnesses ansing from interest or emme, as abrogated 
and the reason assigned for so radical a change in the rules ot evidence, 1s 
that the chances in favor of obtaining the truth are greater from the ad- 
mission than the exclusion of the witness. What were formerly incapac- 
ities now go only to the credibility of the witness. ۱ 

Your committe have thus glanced ata few of the leading changes made 
by the “Code of Procedure” and have no hesitation in saying that these 
“changes are believed to be called for by the spirit of the age—the dictates 
of common sense and an honest desire for the attainment of justice, 

The code, 1n detail, harmomizes with these leading features. 

The subject of judicial reform and of a simplification of the practice, had 
been much agitated in popular assemblies and in the legislature of New 
York, for some years previous to the adoption of the constitution, so much 
so, that public sentiment was fully ripe for the change that has been effect- 
ed, and the legislature ın filling the commission required by the constitu” 
tion, with such men as Messrs. Loomis, Graham and field, fully met the 
expectation and approbation of the people. They are known to be men 
of the first order of ability in their profession, and in all their public acts 
have ever been on the side of reform and progress, 
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The character of the work they have submitted to the legislature may 
be inferred from the fact that it passed both branches of me legislature, 
with near'y a unanimous vote in its favor. 

While the * Code of Procedure" is embraced in 391 short sections, which 
would fill only about 80 pages, its evident that a vast amount of labor and 
legal research has been devoted to it as the notes and commentaries pub- 
lished with it swell the volume to 275 pages. 

The 22d section of the judiciary article of our constitution on the same 
subject, 1s nearly a literal copy of the provision in the New York consti- 
tution. Its language is as follows : 

“The legislature at its first session after the adoption of this constitu” 
tion, shall provide for the appointment of three commissioners, whose du- 
ty it shall be to enquire mto, ievise and simplify the rules of practice, 
pleadings, forms and proceedings amd arrange a system adopted to the 
courts of record of this state and report the same to the legislature, subject 
to their modification and adoption, and such commission shall terminate 
upon the rendering of their report. unless otherwise provided by law. 

The courts treated by the constitution, are 

Ist. The court for the trial of impeachments. 

2d. A supreme court. 

3d, Circuit courts. 

4th. Courts of probate. 

` Sth. Courts of justices of the peace. s 

Poweris also given to the legislature to establish municipal courts, and 
inferior courts with limited civil and criminal jurisdiction. 

After the term of five years the legislature will have power to organize 
a separate supreme court. 

These courts, for all the purposes of ^ adapting : a practice fo them, may 
be considered the same as the courts ın New York, and a system of prac- 
tice which would operate well in New York, with slight alterations, would 
be applicable in Wisconsin. 

In connection with saying, that in the opinion of your committee, the 
“ Code of Proceedure? may be readily adapted to the courts of our young 
state, and enáble her to commence with a simple, yet able and rational sys- 
tem of practice in her courts, —your committee would also say, that in at- 
tempting to improve, there is dariger of deforming a system devised with 
great ability and labor, and has strong claims to being perfect, and in at- 
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tempting to be original we may lose the benefits of a system, that has not 
only its own merits to recommend it to favér, but the high approbation of 
the empire state. x 

It is to be remembered that the labors of the New York commissioners 
are not yet completed. In reference to the duty imposed upon them, they 
say ۲ 

“ The magnitude of the task which yet remains for them to perform, can 
scarcely be understood but by those who have made the law their study.— 
It is sufficient to say. that under the constitution and the state, the com- 
missioners see no other limit to their duty. than to make a full provision 
for every proceeding in the judicial tribunals from the beginning to the 
end of every controversy ; the courts of justice, and all their officers, the 
time within which actions must be commenced, the mode of bringing the 
parties before the court, their respective ailegations, the trial of disputed 
questions of fact, the'summoning of witnesses and the manner of their ex- 
amination, including the question of their competency and the rules of ev- 
idence, the judgment and appeals together with the immense mass of spe- 
cial proceedings known to our law, pterogative and remedial writs, arbi- 
trations, the processes against absent and insolvent debtors, and a revision 
of the practice, pleadings and proceedings in criminal cases, all appear to 
be embraced in the comprehensive language of the constitution, Acting 
upo this view it is the design of the commissioners to prepare a code of 
procedure which shall comprehend the whole law of the state, concerning 
remedies 1n the courts of justice," 

Although the commissioners have not finished their work, the state of 
New York is acting upon so much of it as has been reported. 

In conclusion, your committee would express the opinion, that if the 
commissioners should be forthwith appointed and enter immediately upon 
the discharge of their duties, they could report the New York practice, with 
the necessary alterations to the present session of the legislature; all of 
which is respectfully submitted. :

. REPORT: 


That in the organization of the ten new regiments of infantry provided 
for by an act of Congress, some eighteen months since, the late Augustus 
Quarles received a captain’s commission in the United States army. Cap- 
tain Quarles, with his company, proceeded to the seat of war, and Joined at 
Puebla the main bod y of the army under the command of General Scott.— 

At the battle of Churubusco he “fell at the head of his company,” and his 
last words were words were words of encouragement to his men. 

At the last session of the territorial legislature, an appropriation was 
made to remnve his remains to the place of his late.abode in the State of 
Wisconsin. Your committee have been informed, that in pursuance of 
said law, the remains of Captain Quarles have been brought to Southport, 
jn this state, and are now awaiting their final interment, which willtake 
place on Tuesday, the 27th day of June inst 

Your committee aré farther informed that the independent military: com- 
panies of the city of Milwaukee, in pursuance of a resolution adapted by 
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theni, propose to attend the funeral of the deceased at Sauthport, and bury 
his remains with military honors. These cempanies will be under the ne- 
cessity of incurring considerable expense in order to carry out their patri- 
otic intention, and it is for the purpose of aiding in the defraying of this 
expense; that a small appropriation is solicited from the state. 

Under these circumstances, your committee consider it a paternal duty 
which Wisconsin owes to her heroic son, that the rites attendant npon de- 
positing his remains in their kindred earth, be performed with a solemnity 
becoming tze dignity of the state, and worthy the noble manner with 
which the deceased surrendered his life in fighting the battles of his coun- 
try. 

While your committee would recommend an economical expenditure o f 
the public money, they de&m an appropriation for the purpose proposed 
highly proper, and such as will meet with the approbation of every patri- 
otic citizen of the state. We have noble examples before us, Our sister 
states have vied with each other, in properly discharging the last duty of 
religion and humanity to the mortal remains of those whose life-blood has 
crimsoned the battle fields of Mexico, and whose chivalric deeds have ad- 
ded to the glory and renown of our common country. Befitting solemni- 
ties an such occasions have a commanding influence over the living ; stim- 
ulating them to the commission of those great deeds that will secure for 
them, when dead, an enduring monument in the affectionate remembrance 
of their admiring countrymen. Such testimonials of respect for departed 
worth, have no affinity with the empty pomp and pageantry that followin 
the train of a monarch’s burial, but are the simple and fitting mamfesta- 
tions of that respect which a free and intelligent people delight to render 
to the memory of a servant who ın hfe was virtuous, and in death a hero. 

Your committee would therefore ask léave to introduce a bill appropri- 

„ating a sum to aid ın defraying the expenses of the funeral of the gallant 
deceased.

To the Honorable, the Assembly of the State of Wisconsin: 

The majority of your committee, of one from each senatoríal district, to 
whom was referred so much of the governor, message as relates to a 
homestead exemption, and a memorial on the same subject, would beg 
leave respectfully to 


REPORT: 


That your committee believe that the government of this country is 
based upon the broad principle of universal goed, and recognizes in all its 
constitutions the sublime and unalterable truths that all men are born free 
and equal, and are possessed ‘of certain jaalienable rights, among which are 
life, liberty, and the pursuit ef happiness. And if entitled to life liberty 
and the pursuit of happines then are they entitled to all those privileges 
which are necessary to render those rights valuable and desirable. Of what 
value is life deprived of those comforts and advantages without which that 
life is one of misery, degradation and poverty? Of what value is libertY 
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é 
surrounded by cireumstancès and condo that control and limit its le. 
gitimate enjoyment? How can man "4 in the pursuit of happiness ` 
while that life 1$ thus miserable—that liberty thus restricted, and those 
means, that are adequate to enable him to pursfietthat happiness to advan- 
tage, are taken away? It cannot be denied that in this country a great 
power is growing up, and already fearful in its dimensions which threatens 
fo destroy the value of those sacred privileges ûs guaranteed to every 
citizen by the fundamental laws of our country »7that power ıs the pow- 
er of money, which at all times and in all countries is nextto the supreme 
power of the government and often controls the legitimate soyeveignty it. 
self, and so long as the desire for money retains ge supremacy ın the hu” 
man breast, so long will that power necessarily “êxist and continue toin- 
eréase The desire for money being so much Heater than that for any 
other commodity, and the monied capital of thecountry being ın the hands 
of comparatively few, 1enders its use far more productive than the same 
nominal value invested in other property. That being the case one of 
two propositions is true’ the monied capitalists of the country are draw- 
ing their large dividends from one another, or they are drawn from the pro- 
ductive industry of the country. and your committee have no hesitation in 
saying the latter proposition is the true one, and that unless some check 1s 
interpósed its ultimate tendency 1s to enslave and destroy al! the industrial 
interests of the country, to control its legislation, and establish to all in- 
tents and purposes an overpowering monied aristocracy upon the ruin it 
has wrought. 

The monéy of the country operating through an extended and corrupt 
banking system in the older states, controls the currency of the country. 
The currency controls and regulates the price ofevery commodity, and the 
wages of labor Under an expansion of the currency those prices are 
raised, under its contraction they fall. Possessing this absolute control 
over the currency of the country the banking and monied capitalists can at 
any time unhinge all the operations of commerce. destroy confidence and 
credit, prostrate imdustry and labor, and fill the whole country with desola- 
tion and ruin, Sueh times ag the abundant harvests of the momed few 
when they may lawfully “reap where they have not sown, and gather 
where they have not strewed ۲ 

The history of the past is full of lessons for the present and the future 
on this important and interesting subject. We have seen at several times 
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the currency of thé country eftended ta the broadest limits of the wildest 
extravagance, and we have seen it again suddenly contiacted within the 
narrowest bounds crushing in its contraction all the vital interests of the 
country, sweep ng away &['e homes and comforts of our citizens, and spread- 
jug sorrow, desolation and misery on every hand, What then becomes of 
those homes and comforts which have thus been torn from their possessors ? 
They have passed into the hands of the money dealeis of the country, and 
thus they will conunueta pass until some remedy may be devised to pre» 
vent it by the wisdom S an enlightened legislation. Your committee will 
not dwell upon the apparent consequences that must finally result from the 
causes to which they haye alluded unless some 1emedy is provided. That 
some remedy is necessary does not admit of a doubt. What then shall be 
the remedy that will mé the case and at the same time be Just, equal and 
constitutional in its operation and effects, becomes the great question for 
consideration. 

Your committee have examined this question with mueh attention and 
are unable to discover any remedy so promising in its results as the pas- 
sage of a law exempting from forced sale a homestead ôr its equivalent in 
other property to every resident of the state, capable of holding and own- 
ing such homestead and property. : 

Your committee are sensible of the great interest which is felt on this 
subject throughout the entire state, and though they are persuaded that the 
gieat mass of the people are'in favor of the principle of such exemption, 
yet they are also sensible that much difference of opimon exists as to what 
should be its extent and value ‘The provision of the constitution touch- 
ing this subject makes ıt the duty of the legislature to exempt a reasonable 
amount of property from seizure or sale for the payment of any debt or li- 
ability hereafter contracted, and by construction defines that reasonable 
amount to be so much as may enable the debtor to enjoy the necessary 
comforts of life In determining then how far the constitution requires 
the Jegislature to carry such exemption it 1s necessary to determine what 
constitutes the necessary comforts of life. These may be reduced to the 
following general heads. provisions, clothing, household furniture, a home- 
stead, the tools, implements, books of the ifdustrnal and professional pur- 
suits, and where those are not enjoyed or possessed an adequate amount of 
property or capitol to enable the debtor by prudence, economy and indus- 
try, to secure to himself or his family by-their use.the comforts of life 
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Your committee believe that any exemption law that would be partial 
in its operation would be unjust and unconstitutional, and that every per-» 
son whatever his trade, occupation or profession whether he dwell in the 
city or country, upon the land or the sea should come equally under the 
protection of any such law that the legislature may adopt. 

The constitution contemplates an exemption from debts and liabilities 
arismg only under contracts, but your committee are unable to discover 
the justice of this hmitation, Itis not so much for the benefit of the man 
that justice and humanity demand exemption laws, as itis for the piotec- 
tion of his family—a wife and helpless ehiidren, Shall the crimes of the 
father call down the penalty of the violated law upon the inndcent depen- 
dents of the offender? is it not enough for them that a father has inflicted 
upon them disgrace and sorrow, aud been torn fiom their protection by the 

. hand of justice, without robbing them of the only remaining comforts of 
life? Let this legislature then acting upon the highest principles of an en- 
lightened libérality and humanity declare by its action on this subject that 
the innocent shall not suffer for the guilty. 

Your committee desirous of being governed by those just and sacred 
principles in the consideration of the subject before them can see no good 
reason why the same exemptions should not be extended in behalf of the 
family of thé criminal or offender, êr any other person who may be liable 
upon demands other than those arising on contracts. 

Having thus defined the principles which your committee believe should 
be the basis of allexemption laws, they now proceed to consider what 
should be the amount or value of the property that should be exempt.— 
Upon this'question there 1s much diversity of sentiment among the people 
ofthe state Some are in favor of absolute exemption, some of the exemp- 
tion of a-simple homestead of limited value, some of an unlimited home- 
stead, while others are disposed to exempt a homestead or its equivalent 
of a litnited value to every resident. 

Your committee have taken these several views into consideration and 
have come to the conclusion that any exemption law, which does not limit 
the value of the exemption, while at the same time it is confined in its ap- ۱ 
plication to those only who may chance to have a homestead at the pre- 
sent time would conflict with the letter and spirit of the constitution ope: 
rate unjustly and unequally, and tend to bring the principle of exemption 
ánto dikcredit with many who are now ifs friends. The principle of abso» 
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lute exemption or ın other words the abolition of all laws for the collec- 
K tien of debts howexer just and correct as an ultimate measure would at the 
present time in the opinion of your committee meet with the decided dis- 
approbation of the people, destroy the good charactet and credit of thestate 
abroad,in a great measure the credit of our citizens at home and operate 
injuriously upon the enterprise, commerce and industry of the state. It 
would work a revolution which can be reached in safety only by grada- 
tions of progress. 
Your committee ten are decidedly of the opinion that any law exempt- 
ing a homestead or other property from forced sale, should specifically dł- 
Cne such homestead or pioperty or limit its value to such reasonable 
amount as will attain the humane and liberal objects of the principle of 
exemption, and operate with equal and exact justice on all persons who 
should be protected. Whatever limitation may be adopted by the legisla- 
ture must necessarily have for a basis the present relative value of money. 
and such property as may be exempted, and your committee believe that 
the sum of one thousand dollars is the maximum value of all property that 
should be exempted from forced sale as a homestead at the present time. 
Future legislatures may increase or diminish 1ts amount according to the 
fluctuations in the currency of the country and the value of property, but 
your committee think the sum proposed will under the present state of the 
currency meet the just expectations of the friends of exemption in all parts 
of the state. ۲ 
A question has arisen how far property exempt from forced sale should 
be nable to taxation. Your committe believe that all exempt property 
shauld be liable to taxation except a few articles of domestic use and com- 
fort which will often comprise all' that many families possess. In carry- 
ing ont the provisions of any limited exemption law many details must 
necessarily be adjus:ed, simplified and harmonized and many such details 
must be suppled after a practical applicanon of the law shall suggest 
them. 
5 In conclusion your committee would say that they believe a bill based 
* npon the principles to which they have alluded will meet the cordial ap- 
probation of the people of this state of all parties and conditions, and will 
coincide with the progressive spirit of the age, which is infusing itselfinte 
the minds ofall classes of men throughout the enlightened world. And 
your committee believe that the passage.of a law embracing the "Jiberal 
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and just provisions which they recommend will not only redound to. the 
honor and glory of the new state of Wisconsin, but will have an electrics 

«influence to urge it forward in a career of prosperity, enterprise and patri- 
otic benevolence, improvement and hberahty, and hasten on the day when 
every inhabitant of this great stateshallenjoy not only the b'essings of a 
1ree and liberal constitution and government but can “sit down under his 
own vine and fig tree with nene to molest or make him afraid." 

The majority of your committee have therefore reported the accompany- 
ing bill which they believe embodies the principles embraced in the above 
exposition, and would recommend its passage by the present legislature.

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To the Honorable Senate and Assembly of the state of Wisconsin: 

By an act of the last session of the legislative assembly of the territory 
of Wisconsin, approved March 13th, 1848, the superintendent of territorial 
property, in case the constitution was adopted by the people, was required 
among other things to procure the necessary quantity of stationery for the 
use of the members and officers of the state legislature, at its first session, 
and to report the expense thereof to said legislature ; and by the same act 
an appropriation of one thousand dollars was made for that purpose. 

From the time between the issuance of the proclamation of the govern- 
or of the territory, and the meeting of the state legislature, being too short 
to allow proposals to be published and sufficiently circulated, and proper 
competition produced, and from the want of any legislative enactment, re- 
quiring such proposals, and the fact that the legislature made the appro. 
priation to their superintendent, it would seem they intended he should ex- 
ercise his discretion as to the best method of making the necessary pur, 
chases, both as to quality, quantity and place’ These facts joined to the 
difficulties heretofore experienced in making suitable purchases from the 
small stocks brought into the state by our own stationers, and the high 
prices which have been charged by them when purchases have been made, 
induced me to determine to make my purchases in the city of New York. 

Believing therefore that it was the intention of the legislature to place 
their appropriation at the disposal of the superintendent, and that the same 
«ould be drawn and used in making purchases of stationery, and paying 
ithe necessary expenses thereof, subject nevertheless to the approval or dis- 
approval of the state legislature, and for the faithful disbursements of 
‘which sum that officer was accountable on his official bond, believing these 
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things I called upon the auditor for the necessary warrants on which to 
draw the appropriation, and could not obtain them But notwithstanding 
the money was withheld I determined there should'be no neglect on my 
part to procure the necessary stationery and lights for the use of the legis- 
lature, and having procured letters of recommendation, on the Sth day of 
May last, being the earliest I could possibly leave on account of other offi- 
cial duties, I started for the city of New York intending to make the best 
bargains for the state I would be able to do under the circumstances 

On reaching that city I found to my extreme regret that no credit would 
be allowed to thestate I was therefore obliged on the letters of credit I 
had obtained, and on my individual responsibility to purchase such articles 
as I deemed necessary for the use of the legislature at its present session. 
The actieles mentioned in the annexed bills and marked A, B, and C. 
amounting to the sum of $8924 87, were'thus purchased, and placed in the 
hands of the transporteis to be brought to this place—nearly all of which 
have been received here and disbursed among the members of the legisla- 
ture and their officers The remaining articlés are daily expected. 

The annexed bills marked D, E,F, and G, amounting to $106 41, or 
113 percent on the amount purchased, are charges for cash actually dis- 
pursed in getting the stationery and lights to this place. To meet all these 
bills amounting to $1031 29, although an appropriation of $1000 was 
made at the last session, only bills marked B, and C, amounting to $140 5 
have been allowed by the auditor, which last sum has been paid by the 
treasurer. f 

No liabihty exists against the state in favor of the New York mer- 
chants; but to them my individual notes wil] soon become due, foy articles 
purchased not for myself, but for the exclusive benefit of the state Iam 
compelled to ask of your honorable bodies to take immediate action to en- 


able me to draw from the state treasury the unds specially appropriated " 
` for the payment of the bills for stationery and necessary expenses 


As intimately connected with the accounts above referred to and the dif- 
ficulties experiencéd by unis office in the execution of duties directed to be 
performed, or devolving upon this office, where no appropriations are 
made in advance to pay for the same; permit me to call the attention of 
the legislature to bills marked H, and I, amounting to $27 24. 

By the 2d section of an act relating to the library and capital of Wis- 
tonsin, approved Feb. 11,1847, t was made the duty of the superinten~ 
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dent to proeure to be bound and lettered, such books as im his judgment 
ought to be preserved in the library. Under this provision there was 
placed in the hands of I. A. Hopkins of Milwawkee, 10 volumes of the 
law library for binding. These volumes after being bound nearly a year, 
and not returned. were called for by the superintendent, and could not be 
procured for the library without paying for them; he refusing to deliver 
them, or to give creeit to the state. 

The superiutendent met with a similar refesal when purchasing the ban- 
nisters and railing for the library, and was ob.iged to have them charged 
to himself. Very great difficulty has also been felt in procuring the neces- 
sary labor to fit the capitol for the use of the legislative assembly, the su- 
perintendent being frequently obliged to contract and certify for much 
higher wages than justice to thelaborer required, or the state should per- 
mit. ۱ 

All of these difficulties can be avoided by making sufficient appropria- 
tions in advance to the officers having the care and chargé of the work.

10, (S.) “A BILL ACCEPTING THE GRANT OF 
LAND MADE BY CONGRESS TO AID IN THE IM- 
PROVEMENT OF THE FOX AND WISCONSIN 
RIVERS,' JUNE 98TH, 1848, 


REPORT. 


The committee on internal improvements to which was referred sen- 
ate bill No. 10, * Accepting the grant of land made by congress to aid in 
the improvement of the Fox and Wisconsin rivers," having had the same 
under consideration, and beheving that the said bill suffieiently expresse s 
pe acceptance, by the legislature of the state, of the grant of land made 
to the state of Wisconsin by the act of congress approved August 8th, 


1846, and the trusts created thereby, report the same back to the assembly 
without amendment 


But the committee, considering the impertance of the subject matter of 
that bill, and the great and various interes's connected therewith, deem it 
their duty to submit to the assembly such remarks and suggestions as, they 
hope, will aid the assembly 1n forming a proper estimate of the proposed 
improvement, 

in the earliest period of the discovery and exploration of the North 
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West Territory, the Fox and Wigconsin rivers furnished the only natural 
water communication between the waters of the Mississippi and those of 
the great lakes. Through this channel, the early adventurers, the traders 
and the missionaries passed on their way to settle the banks of the upper 
Mississippi, or to convert and chnstianize the northern Indians. With the 
exception of a few short portages, the navigation of those rivers was prae- 
ficable for canoes, batteaux and such other craft as the business of those 
waters then required. The French, with that far-seeing sagacity which 
has always marked especially their military policy, availed themselves 
early in the {6th century of the great advantages which the points on this 
line of communication afforded them for political, commercial or military 
purposes. Their trading and missionary stations, their forts and garrigons 
were established along this line, which formed a part of the grand cordon 
by which they intended to coerce and restrain the English eolonies on the 
sea-coast. 

The advantages, which did not escape the French, were equally manifest 
to the first American settlers, when the United States came into the ful 
and undisturbed possession of the North West Territory. To improve 
the navigation of the Fox and Wisconsin rivers became one of the earliest 
aspirations, and called forth the most earnest efforts of the first American 
inhabitants of the territory. Without sufficient resource to effect this im- 
provement unaided, they appealed to congress, and frequently brought 
forth in their beLalf favorable opinions from commuttees, both of the senate 
and house of representatives, But the locality of the improvement was 
remote, the advantages prospective, the cost and disbursements certain and 
immediate, and the memorials of the territory and the arguments of their 
own committees were utterly disregarded, until the act of congress of 
August 8th, 1846, made the grant pf land and created the trusts which are 
now under the consideration of the legislature. 

The same act of congress, which is entitled “An act to grant a certain 
quantity of land to aid in the improvement of the Fox and ‘Wisconsin 
rivers, and fo connect the same by a canal, in the territory of Wisconsin,” 
grants a quantity of land, equal to one half of three sections in width, on 
each side of the Fox river, and the lakes through which it passes, from its 
mouth to the point where the portage canal shall enter the same, and on 
each side of the said canal from one stream to the other, reserving the al- 
ternate sections to the United States, and vests the, property thereof in the, 


- 
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state of Wisconsin so soon as the state shall be admitted into the Union. 
in trust, for those purposes, provided that the legislature of the state shall 
agree to accept said grant upon the terms specified in the act The alter- 
nate sections réserved to the United States were not to be sold at a less 
rate than $2,50 the acre . 

By the 5th resolution appended to the constitution of the state, congress 
was requested so to alter thé provisions of the act, that the price of lands 
reserved to thé United States should be reduced to the mmimum price of 
public lands 


| By the 6th resolution, also appended to the constitution, the legislature 
i

of the state is required to make provision by law for the sale of the land 
granted to the state by the said act, subject to the samé rights of pre-emp- 


tion to the settlers thereon as are now allowed by law to settlers on the 
public lands. 


These resolutions were, with the constitution, submitted to the people 
of the state and to the congress of the United States, and were, by them re- 
spectively adopted. The grant and its conditions were thus recognized by 
the convention, the people of the state and the congress of the United 
States, and by an obvious construction may be fairly considered as adopted 
by the fundamental law of the state. 

The next material point of enquiry is the cost of the proposed improve- 
ment. 

In compliance with a resolution of the senate of the United States, a 
survey and estimate of the cost of improving the navigation of the Neenah 
(the Fox) and Wisconsin rivers, and connecting the same by a navigable 
canal or water communication were made by Capt Cram of the U.S To- 
B i pographical engineers in 1839, and reported by him. with plans, to the chief 
Í !اہ‎ that bureau, in January, 1840. 

It is sufficient for the present purpose to state the total cost of the pro- _ 
posed improvement as estimated by him, viz $448,470 18. 

But it will be récollected that this estimate was made ata time when the 
country was almosta wilderness, and the prices of provisions, labor and 
۶ all necessaries for carrying on the work, at least double those of the present 
E time, and that even then the éstimate was considered by many intelligent 
persons as much too large, 

g Its not unreasonable then to reduce this estimate to conform to present 
B prices, at least 30 per cent

The next material matter of inquiry is the amount of means furnished 
by the grant, ` 

By recurring to the act of congress, it will be seen that it conveys a 
quanüty of land equal to one-half of three sections in width, on each side 
of the Fox n ver, and the lakes through which it passes, from its mouth to 
the point where the portage canal shall enter the same and on each side of 
said canal from one stream to the other. Asa portion of the lands imme- 
diately on the banks of the Fox river had been disposed of by the United 
States before thé grant was made by congress, or the land in the vicinity had 
been held m reserve by the treasury department, this description furnishes 
rather the measure of the quantity of land granted, than a specification of 
its location. Inthe report of Capt. Cram, the distance from the mouth of 
fhe Fox river, from point to point, without including the windings of the 
river, or its expansion into the various lakes through which it passes, is 
estimated to be 166 miles, 

This distance will afford 318,720 acres of land, which at $1,25 per aere 
will produce $398,400. But the actual distance, following the windings 
of the stream and the shores of the several lakes through which it passes, 
is more than 250 miles, and it is understood that the department has made 
reservations to more than this extent, including therein the shores of Lake 
Winnebago. - 

Bat stating the distance at only 200 miles, the result will be 384,000 8 
acres, ‘which at the minimunr government price will produce $480,000.— |j 
"Either of these sums greatly exceed the estimated cost of the improvement. : 

It is not the present purpose of the committee to suggest ın what mode $ 
or by what machinery this great improvement will be effected. They will : 
merely point to the provision in thé second section of the act of congress, 6 
by which the sales of land, the progress of thé work and the expenditures B 
thereon must proceed with an equal step, thereby securing the stale against ۴ 
the loss or the misapplication of the funds 4 

Jt has thus been shown that the means provided for making this great B 
improvement are ample, that the state in accepting this trust ۰ 
risk nor assumes any onérous burthens, but onthe contrary has 
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hess to commence its political existence by executing without expense or 
danger a work of such utility and grandeur that older states and even 
powerful nations might be proud to equal. - 

In conclusion, the committee cannot but express the hope that the op- 
portunity for completing this long desired improvement will not be neg- 
lected, and that the hopes of a large body of our fellow-citizens, whose 
prosperity, property and industry will be created, benefitted or augmented 
by this work, and who are anxiously expecting the decisiou of this assem- 
bly, may not bé disappointed Should doubts and fears occur td some 
minds, it should be recollected that no human undertaking can be entirely 
exempted from uncertainty, and that 1f every possible objection Were first 
to be answered anf obviated, those great public works, which are now the 
pride and glory of pations, could never have been even commenced.

REPORT: 


The politiéal existence of the Territory of Wisconsit has terminated by 
the fiee voice of a free people. From a dependency upon tbe general gov- 
ernment we have passed into a free state and now stahd upon an equality 
with the other states of the American confederacy. This change is our 
own voluntary aet, in the full knowledge of all the benefits, the disadvanta- 
ges and the consequences attending 1t. 

We knew we should forfeit the annual! stipend which we have hitherto 
received from the general government, and be called upon to supply its 
place, and with add tions {rom our own earnings; but at the same time, 
we knew we should arrest the profligate tendency—the wasteful expendi- 
tires of terfitorial management. Ft was known that our taxes would be 
higher, but was believed that a strict accountability to the people would 
infuse into the administration of public affairs a rigid system of economy. 

Wisconsin has become a state without any sdurces of revenue for de- 
fraying the expenses of her government except that of direct taxation. In 
order to endow most bountifully the common schools and nourish a noble 
system of public instrüction, we have inviolably appropriated for that pur- 
pose all the lands that have been or hereafter may be granted by the Uni- 
ted States to this state, and all moneys and thè clear proceeds of all prop- 
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prty that may accrue to the sta‘e by forfeiture or escheat, and all moneys “ath & 
which may be paid as an equivalent for exemption from military duty, ep 
and the clear proceeds of all fines collected for any breach of the penal کیا‎

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If the révenue of this year should be based upon the above valuation all 
{he emigration of last year would escape from the payment of their pro 
portion thereof, and such a measure would operate unequally and unjustly 
upon those counties that have received few or no emigrants; and inas- 
much as the returns of assessments from the counties are not yet made for 
the present year, and there is no method of procuring them to be made in 
time for the use of this legislature, the committee, from the best data they 
could obtain, have made an egtimate of the value of taxable property in 
the state for the present year.

The census for the year 1847 was taken December 1st, and after the ern- 
igration for that year had ceased, and the assessments being made on the 
1st of May, was before emigration of this year commenced, hence the 
population on the 1stof May moy be considered the same. as it was on the 
ist of December last.

tion, and require the counties to levy the taxes upon the property so made, 
liable, even though it may require a re-assessment of property this year. 

. To prescribe a uniform rule of taxation foi purposes of revenue, it is rec- 
ommended that all property, real and personal, shall be assessed at its, real 
value, and be taxed with exemptions specified F 

By taxing ımproyements upon real estate and یدن‎ property, where 
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‘it is not taxed underexisting laws, will necessarily increase the total 
amount of property from which revenue shall hereafter be derived, and 
will undoubtedly increase ıt beyond $20,000,000 A tax of 4 millson the 
‘dollar on this sum. will produce $80,000, about enough for the current ex- 
penses of this and the next year, 1f a due regard be had to economy in the 
?nánagement of affairs.

"This sum will be sufficient to meet all the expenses of the state for the 
current fiscal year, the expenses of the next legislature and the first quar 
ter's salary of next year of all officers who are paid out of ‘the state treas- 
ury. 

- The committee are of the opinion that it would be throwing too great a. 
byrthen upon the tax-payers to raise the whole revenue for two years by 
onelevy; believing it to be the wiser course for the present or the suc- 
ceeding legislature to authorize a loan for the deficiency in the revenue 
required by the state for the next fiscal year, which deficiency will not va- 
ry far from $16,000. It is possible that the unpaid proceeds of the canal 
lands may meet this deficiency. 

1n relation to the present financial condition of the state, the following 
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extract, from the report of the treasurer dated June 5, 1848, will convey all 
the information on that subject which the committee have been enabled 
to obtain.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION 
-AND SCHOOL LANDS. 


The committeé on education and school lands to whom was réferred 
so much of the governor's message as relates to those subjects, beg léave 
to make the following 


REPORT. 


That in deliberating upon the various duties enjoined upor: them; tonnee- ` 


ted with the interests of common school education, they have come to the 
conclusion that the enactment of a new and éfficient system of public in- 
struction, would alohé meet the expectations of the people, bà commensv- 
rate with the ample fund about to be realized, or successfully promote the 
great cause upon which, under our system of government, the greatest amount 
of unmixed good depends, ۱ 

In framing a system for thé organization and govérnment of common 
schools, to supplant the very imperfect one now in operation, different and 
very popular systems havé been ieviewed , thé evidences in their favor re- 
garded, and such features selected as your committee deemed the most ap- 
plicable to the necessities of our young staté. To the “primary school faw” 
of Michigan, and the reports of her very reputable superintendent of pub- 
lic instruction, are we much indébted for many of the prominent sugges- 
tions which have influenced us in presenting the bill accompanying this 
report for your favorable consideration. : 
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That young, and now highly prosperous state, imitating the liberal and’ 
;intelligent action of New York, can at present almost claim supremacy in 
' the position she occupies in fostering and ennobling the character of com- 
‘mon schools, and diffusing, by her well.and liberally selected libraries, that 

variety of intelligence which, to the youthful mind is “the food of thought,” 
and, to minds more mature, the basis of any efficient or truly brilliant 
.mental achievement. 

No new state. has been added. to the -Union, with brighter auspices than 

cour own, in every thing calculated to promote intellectual improvement~ 
Our constitution, reflecting the deep feeling and sentiments of tlie people, 
has made ample provisions for a school fund at once adequate and, perma- 
nent. Safeguards, required by our laws, will keep it saeredly devoted to: 
its legitimate uses; and as the demands of an increased population augment, 
and a higher standard of education is required, there cam be no doubt that 
"the interest of this fund will be amply sufficient, with a very moderate tax. 
-upon the people, to meet every reasonable expectation. 

In making an estimate of the common school fund, much will necessarily 
"be left to conjecture. Your committee deem the following as neaily cor- 

rect as can be made at the present time, and think it may be made a basis 
for future action. ۱

Such are the estimates of your committee, not made without favorable 
data upon which they have been based. The sum to be realized from the 
lands soon to be located by commussioners chosen for that purpose, cannot 
fail to be sold at the price lands are sold for by the general government., 
The nearly uniform sale of lands within this state from year to year, will 
jusufy the estimate we have made that the five per cent. nett proceeds will 
amount to the sum abovespecified. In regard to the sale and value of the 
lands embraced 1n the school sections, there is much diversity of opinion. 

Frequent opportunities to learn the value and character of these lands from 
members of the legislature from various portions of the state, have satisfied 
yaur commuttee that the estimated average price of three dollars an acre, 
. in the surveyed regions of the state, would be fully realized; and at an early 
day. Some idea of their marketable ‘value may be formed by reference to 
the prices realized in the neighboring state of Michigan, for large portions 
of her school lands, soon after she was admitted into the Union. About 
one hundred thousand (100,000) acres were sold at an average of nearly 
ten (10) doilars an acre, and dunng the same period, nearly thinteen thou- 
sand acres of university lands were sold for about seventeen (1#) dollars 
an acre. 

The lands there at present åre appraised at five dollars an acre as the 
minimum price. 

If Michigan, then visited with pecuniary embarrassments, and then and 
since destitute of those attractions to induce emigration which Wisconsin 
possesses, has thus realized so much from her school lands, there can be no 
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reasotable doubt that this state, with but little land not susceptible of iui- 
mediate and profitable cultivation, will derive a speedy and liberal revenue 
from the disposition of her lands appropriated to the cause of education. 

In connection with the sources of revenue heretofore alluded to, the 
constitution provides that “all lands that hereafter may be granted by the 
United States to this state, for edncational purposes, all moneys and the 
clear proceeds of all property that may accrue to the state by forfeiture or 
éscheat ; and all moneys which may be paid as an equivalent for exemp- 
tion from military duty; the clear proceeds of all fines collected in the 
several counties for any breach of the penal-laws; and all moneys arising 
irom any grant to the state, where the purpos?s of such grant are not spe» 
ied"; shall be set apart as a school fund, the interest of winch shall be 
exclusively applied to the purposes of education. 

A disposition has been entertained by some to appropriate from the 
school fund a sufficient amount to meet the cempensation of the superin- 
tendent, and the expenses of locating-the lands granted to our state for 
„schoot pürposes by thé general government. 

Your committee entertain no doubt that such an application would be 
contrary to the intention of those who framed the constitution. The ar- 
gument by which ft is attempted to be sustained, viz. “that the several 
officers are engaged in dunes tending to promote this particular branch of 
public iviterest,’ would divert still larger appropriatrons to the state offi- 
cers, (a part of whose duties is tô dispose of school lands,) to school in- 
spectors, and to atl other school officers upon whom may devolve any re- 
sponsibility ın connection with schools, and to whom may be allowed any 
compensation, From time to time, new offices-might be created, and new 
and larger appropriations be required; gradually tending to misapply the 
educational fund, which should ever remain exclusively devoted to the ob- 

ects contemplated 1n the constitution. 

- ‘Phe payment of the superintendent, and all officers elected to promoté 
the interest of education, should be paid from the state treasury. Those 
who have been most interested in common schools do not consider it very 
desirable that they shoald be sustained without a resort to taxation. We 
do net place a high value upon that object for which we are not called upor 
to make some sacrifices. Parents, released from tax, too often consider 
themselves released. from responsibility, and become indifferent to the 
cause of edueation, because gratuitously sustained, which should enlist 
their warmest and most active exertions. 
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The bill introduced by your committee providing for the election and 
defining the duties of a state superintendent of public instruction, makes it 
obligatory upon that officer to assume a gencral supervision over the schools 
and school funds ot the state—to adjust and decide, without appeal and 
withont cost to the parties, all controversies which may be submitted to 
him for decision—to recommend the best text books, and secure as far as 
possible, a uniformity in the same—assist, when called upon, in the estab- 
lishment of, and the selection of books for school libraries—report to the 
legislature annually all the information collected, and suggest such im- 
provements as he may deem propei—and, with other specified duties, per- 
form such as the legislature may from time to time direct 

The choice of the superintendent of public instruction, very properly 
emanating directly from the people, will be fortunate in the same degree 
that they may regard the responsibility 1esting upon them. That there 
are men fh our state eminently qualified for the office, no one can doubt; 
men whose finished education and experience m teaching, umted with ar- 
dent desires for the success of our early system of instruction, unmixed 
with political or pecuniary motives, strongly 1ecommend them to the fa- 
vorable notice of the electors of the state, We may be allowed to express 
the hope that the people of Wisconsin, without regard to party considera- 


tions, will exercise that caution and investigation, and require those evi- 
$ 


dences of fitness and capacity, which will seeure, in this important branch 
of the public service, purity of motive, efficiency of action, and the general 
exaltation and prosperity of common school education. 

Your committee are of the opinion that some provision should be made 
at the present session for the appraisal and sale of the school lands, and the 
investment of the proceeds thereof, "They have had under consideration 
the bill introdaced into the senate, and while they concur in most of its 
general provisions, would respectfully dissent from that portion of the bill 
"which allows the commissioners to sell school lands without requiring 
“any portion of the purchase money to be paid at the time of such sale."— 
Experience, in other states, has eflectually tested the inadequacy of similar 
provisions to protect the fund from depreciation, and the lands from for- 
feiture, after having been despoiled of valuable timber—especially those ' 
located near populous villages and cities The demand for timber for fire- 
‘wood, roads and building material is already urgent in many portions of 
our state, in other portions, particularly in pine régions, near saw-millss- 
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extensive speculations might be made with a direct view to fórfeituré — 
To prevent such losses, and guard the school fund from depreciation, the 
payment ofat least 25 per cent. at the time of purchase, would seem to 
your committee sufficiently liberal to the purchaser, while it would render 
more safe the important interests we all should studiously endeavor'to 
protect. 

Itisa subject for consideration whether a sale at present of one half 
only of individual sections, or the alternate lots of a section, would not 
ultimately prove most profitable; the portion unsold being necessarily en- 
hanced in value by the sale, settlement and improvement of the other por, 
tion. In such case, or were the whole sections sold, would it not tend to 
advance the value of the lands, and thereby guard against forfeiture, to 
limit the sales to any number of acres not less than twenty nor exceeding 
eighty, and confine them to those who would give assurances of becoming 
actual settlers? g 

Your committee, in pursuance of a recommendation of his Excellency, 
the Governor, that a “new and efficient system of public instruction be 
enacted, to be uniform throughout the state, adapted to the wants of com- 
munity, and based upon constitutional provisions,’ herewith report a bill, 
similar in its general piovisions to the * Primary School Law of Michi- 
gan.” 

Kf adopted, it will secure a thorough organization of school districts, and 
command the necessary attention on the part of the.people to secure a lively 
and abiding interest in their primary schools. 

The officers of the school district will be-a moderator, assessor and di- 
rector to whom. are assigned separate duties, and who collectively shall 
constitute a district board, for the general supervision of all matters rela-~ 
ting to the interests ot schools in the whole district 

It is proposed that each town shall elect one inspector annually for the 
term of two years, who, with the town clerk, shall constitute a town board. 
of school inspectors, and shall perform such duties as specified in the bill. 

This provision will secure to the board one inspector every year, of 
some experience, and seems highly necessary in view of the responsibility 
enjoined upon those officers. 

The bill further provides for the assessment and collection of taxes for 
school purposes, the maintenance of a library in each town, the distribu- 
tion of the income of the school fund, the eourse of proceedings in relation 
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to suits and judgments against school districts, and such other miscellane- 
ous provisions, as 1h the opinion of your committee, were necessary foi a 
proper re-organization of the common school system in this state. 

The bıl likewise contains a section authorizing the district board to 
purehase school books for poor children, and exempt all such poor persons, 
as in the opinion of the board ought to be exempt from the payment of 
tuition; thus securing to the unfortunate children of poverty, equally with 
the children of affluence, a share in the distribution o! the school funds, 
and the advantages afforded to acquire an early education 

The constitution requires that a portion of the school fund shall be ap- 
plied to the purchase of libraries. Your committee have made a provision 
in the bill herewith submitted, that whenever “the total annual income of 
the school fund in this state shall amount to a sum equal or exceeding the 
sui of sixty thousand dollars, ıt shall be the duty,of the inspectors of the 
several toxyns to appropriate annually ten per cent. of all the monies re~ 
ceived, for the purchase of a common school library.” 

Should the amount of available funds as estimated in a former part of 
this report be realized, the amount annually devoted to hbranes would 
exceed fifteen thousand (15,000) dollars; or about thirty cents to every 
child in the state between four and twenty years of age 

Rules for the government of libraries are to be prescribed by the super- 
intendent of publie instruction, and such aid givenin the selection of books 
33 he may be called upon to administer. 5 

The plan of establishing lbrames in each school district, now almost. 
unanimously approved by the people, opened a new era m the history of 
popular education. "Those who embraced the idea, now too generally en- 
tertained by the young, that the lessons of the school room are the Alpha 
and Omega of education, eame far short 1n appreciating the acquisitions 
which secure either a permanent or efficient force 1n the strugele..of mind: 
Satisfied with these we could not anticipate unprovement òr pfogression. 
Whiie we are endeavoring, therefore, to organize our primary institutions 
of learning, it would seem proper to provide for those inducements and 
opportunities which may lead the youthful and enquiring mind to a study 
of those works which portray'the history, the discoveries, the inventions, 
the passions, the characters, and the motives of men. Doctor Franklin at- 
tributed much of his success in life to a small book entitled * Essays to do’ 
good,” written by Cotton Mather. Libraries, well selected, » much to»; 
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wards moulding the character, while they prove the source of that close 
and concentrated thought, without which the learned or the unlearaed never 
vise above intellectual mediocrity. 

The suggestion of his Excellency, the Governor, of the propriety of 
enacting a law investing the proper officers with the authonty, and making 
it their duty to prevent trespasses from being committed on the school and 
university lands, and, when committed, to prosecute for the same, has been 
regarded by the committee, and they will report a bill, at some future day, 
to meet the objects contemplated upon this subject. 

. Should the views of the committee, as embodied in this report, meet ۰ 
with the concurrence of the legislature, one important step will have been 
taken in securing to the people a new and efficient school Jaw, and the 
advantages resulting from the early distribution of the income of the school 
fund. This accomplished, other legislation to complete the school ergan- 
ization could be postponed to the succeeding session; at which time the 
superintendent of public instruction will have entered upon his duties and 
be prepared to suggest such improvements and recommend such additional 
legislation as the cause of schools may require. 

Prominent among the other measures required will be the essablishment 
of normal schools, or such appropriations made to the chartered academies 
in the state as may be necessary to sustain a special course of instruction 
in the art of teaching. Without teachers properly trained and educated 
for teaching, all plans of 1nstruction-however excellent, or systems of in- 
spection however judicious, will prove unsuccessful. Jt is hoped that in- 
stitutions of this character will be established at an early day upon a per- 
manent basis. 

In consideration of the munificent provisions for common school educa- 
tion, secured by their fundamental law, the people of Wisconsin may truly 
congratulate themselves upon a future bright with promises. 

With a characier yet unsullied with debt or repudiation; a population: 
already proudly known as fragal, industrious and intelligent; a constitu- 
tion guarding against ruinous systems of monopoly and extravagant ex- 
penditures; a climate vigorous aud healthy; and a soil fertile in the rich- 
est agricultural productions, the youngest sister of the confederacy may wel] 
&laim an honorable position in the galaxy of states. May she never disap- 
point the hopes of those with whom her destinies are united May ahe re- 
gard the great truths that with every people, knowedge has been, the source. 
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of their power; their most productive capital has been human intellect, 
diseiplined and cnriched by their schools and libraries; that these have been 
the true arbiters of their greatness and glory and secured to them social 
and political supremacy; and that in the same degree that Wisconsin shall 
encourage and perfect these institutions, will shé advance in the career of 
moral and intellectual improvement.

The chief clerk would remark that the supply of stationery ‘farnithed 
him is believed to be about, or less than óné-fourth of the qiintity اج‎ 
fore farnished for the عل‎ of the clerks department, and “that ‘most of” “the

"ürtieles were obtained by him from tlie superintendent for the imraéüiate 
‘and: imperative nécéssitjes of the-clerks, and were used as soon as received 
to forward the business of the session. Many of the articles are in use at 
the clerk's desk, where their use as absolutely indispensible. and where they 
will remain until the close of the session, when they will be distributed in 
apy manner thé assembly may direct. It was deemed most advisable in re- 
gard to the paper, the supply of which was so limited, that the chief clerk 
should keep it in his own charge until the close of the session. and what 
then remained unexpended, if any, distributed among the several clerks,— 
‘When it is taken info consideration the amount of paper necessarily used 
at the clerk's desk, for minutes of proceedings, making out journals, mes- 
sages aud the various other purposes, it will be seen that there is but sit- 
tle probability of the present supply being sufficient for this purpose alone ; 
and it is certainly insufficient for the uses-of the engrossing clerk alone, if 
the business of the present should be as large as that of prévious sessions 
With this view the chief clerk concluded that it would be most expedient 
to keep the supply of paperin his own hands, and furnish it to his assis- 
tants as their necessities required There remains in the hands of the chief 
clerk one hundred quills which are considered sufficient for the use of him- 
self and assistant about three weeks, and as the session will probably last 
a much longer period, it would seem that they should be retained for im- 
perative use rather than distributed where they will probably never be re- 
quired. 

Another consideration with the chief clerk in reference to a distribution 
of the stationery was the relative quantity absolutely required by each 
clerk. The duty of the assistant clerk, atthe desk, requires a large quan- 
tity of pens, paper, &c , which have always been supplied him, and with 
which he carries on his duties satisfactorily to all. Theduty of the en- 
grossing and enrolling clerk is to engross and enroll bills, for which pur- 
pose he is liberally supplied with paper, pens, &c , and with which supply 
he has continued to satisfactorily discharge his duties. The duty of the 
transcribing clerk is to copy the daily journal into a record book, for which 
purpose he has been furnished a book, gold pen, knife. sand-box and will 
continue to be supplied with everything necessary for his purposes until’ 
the close of the session. 

Under all the circumstances, the chief clerk can come to no other con- 
clusion than that the supply of stationery has thus far been fairly and 
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equitably distributed; às 1t has been done with the view solely to the best 
interests of the assémbly, and he would therefore ask, Pin justice. to himself 
and to the assembly, that some other mode should be adopted for the dis- 
posal of what now remairis unéxpended than that contained in the resolu- 
tion referred to. 

The chief clerk claims none of the stationery received from the superin- 
tender: for his individual uses except as clerk of the assembly. and as he 
conceives 1t to have been his duty, so has he endeavored to carry out the 
principle, that the stationery furnished was for the business of the assem- 
bly rather than for the private uses of the clerks, and while there has al- 
ways been a liberal supply of paper 1n his hands, which he hasalways been 
ready to supply to elerks in such quantities as would seem reasonable, for 
their private purposes; yet he has never considered it compatible with his- 
obligations, under the oath he has taken to perform the duties of his office 
to the best of his abilities, to hand over the stationery supphed him to hig 
assistants in such ualimited quantities as a part of them have insisted it 
was his duty to do. a

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF WAYS AND 
MEANS, TO WHOM WAS REFERRED SENATE 
BILL, NO, 38. A BILL TO PROVIDE FOR LEVY- 
ING AND,COLLECTING STATE REVENUE.

The committee of ways and means to whom was referred senate bill No. 
88, A bill to provide for levying and collecting state revenue. 


REPORT. 


That they have had said bill under consideration and have proposed 
several amendments deemed necessary to perfect the bill, which are here- 
with returned with the bill 

Your committee however are not gatisfied of the constitutionality of said 
bill. The constitution requires that “the rule of taxation shall be uni- 
form, and taxes shall be levied upon such property as the legislature shall 
prescribe.” The levying of taxes is the imposing of a per centage upon 
specified property to be collected therefrom. The senate bi!) contemplates 
levying and collecting a revenue in accordance with the provisions of the 
territorial revenue act of 1845. Thefirst section of that act requires the 

several counties of the territory “to assess all lands, town lots and out 
lots at their cash value. not including any improvements made thereon 
either in building or otherwise, but including all merchandise and stock- 
attwally paid in any incorporated company, separately from other property 
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and to enter the valuation of the same separately on their assessment rolls. 
The second section requires that “there shall be annually levied * ۴ 
* uponthe property subject to taxation for county purposes 
iu each county a territorial tax-equal in amount to a sum which would be 
raised by a tax of one and a half mills on the dollar on the assessed value 
of the property mentioned in the first section of this act.” &c. 

In those counties under the county commissioner system, real estat? 
without improvements, merchandize and stock in incorporated companies 
only are taxed, and in those counties under the tow nship System of govern- 
ment both personal and real estate with improvementsaté taxed It is en- 
deavored to be maiitamed by some that if the basis of the tax be uniform 
thronghout the state, the tax may be levied and collected upon any or. all 
property within a county although it be not such as formed the basis of 
the tax, and so long as neither more nor less tax 1s raised thereby the rule 
oftaxation would be uniform. In other words, the real estate without 
improvements may be the basis of the tax throughout the state and thereby 
be uniform, but that the amount of the tax based thereon, may be collect- 
ed wholly from the real estate independent of the improvements in one 

county—from the real estate with improvements in another, and from the 
real estate as improved and the personal estate in others, To see wheth- 
er this position 1s correct, we will suppose three counties. The taxable 
property in the first shall consist of only $50,000 in real estate with no 
improvements or personal property—the second shall contain $50,000 of 
real estate independent of the xmprovetents, and the improvements shall 
be valued at $50,000 but without persona] property—tne third shall-con- 
tain $50,000 of real estate, 550,000 of 1mp:ovements, and $50,000 o£ per- 
sonal property. Leta tax be based upom the real estate of three majs on 
the dollar, and let it be levied upon all the taxable property of each coun 
ty—the first county would supply $150 from its rdal éstaté; the second $75; 
and the third $50—the third county pay $50 upon personal property— 
while the other two would pay nothing, and the second would pay $96 
and the third $50 for improvements on their real estate, while the first 
would pay nothisg. Can such a sysiem be ümfíotm or operate with any 
show of equality or justigé? „But itis contended the legislature can pre- 
senbe upor what particular property the taxes may be levied. Your com- 
mittee do not believe that the legislatare has any.pówer to raige à general 
tax upon different classes of property in “different counties—but believe 
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that stich propery as is liable for tages in one county should be in another 
and that the taxes should be levied upon only such property as enters in 
to and forms the basis, upon which ‘the per centage is ascertained, were it 
otherwise the tax ‘might be wholly predicated upon the personal property 
in the state and levied upon the real estate and vica versa; 

Your committee have no doubt of the constitutionality of a bill which 
should seek a revenue fiom real estate alone, or from real estate with 1m- 
provements or any other general class or classes of property. If the sen- 
ate bill contemplated deriving a revenue trom only such property as is 
specified in the first section of the revenue act of 1845, 1t would have avonl- 
ed all constitutional objections for the want uf uniformity, but in basing 
the tax upon the property mentioned in said first section, and then 1equi- 
ring it to be levied and collected upon the property subject to taxation for 
county purposes, ıt departed from a uniform rule and came in conflict with 
the constitution. But independent of the unconstitutionality of such a bill, 
its unequal and unjust operation would prevent its adoption as a general 
rule or law, and it would only be tolerated for the present year, to avoid 
the expense of a re-assessment. 

Your committee are of the opinion that under the constitution the reve- 
nue of the present year will require to be raised from the property liable 
to taxation under either the town or county system of government, or else 
under a new system which will require an entire re-assessment over the 
whole state. To re-assess would necessarily be productive of delay and 
increased expense, butit is believed better to submit to the delay and ex- 
pense rather than to incur the risk of raising no revenue, by reason of an 
unconstitutional revenue bill. And it is submitted whether the equality 
and justice that would be secured to all portions of the state by a system 
that should draw the revenue equally upon the value of all classes of prop. 
erty. would not make us cheerfully acquiesce in a trifling addition to our 
expenses, 

Your committee are aware that a diversity of opinion exists in the as- 
sembly as to the propriety of adopting any system of raising revenue 
that shall 1equire a re-assessment this year, they have therefore deemed it 
proper to report back the senate bill with such amendments as are deemed 
necessary to perfect it and do not affect its leading features. But your 
committee cannot report in favor of adopting the bill, or any but that 
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would require a revenue to be raised under the provisions of the revenue 


act of 1845.
